couver, which  application  was  considered  by  me

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
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making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  auy  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.  Such 
notice  shall  be  published  in  the  British  Columbia 
Gazette  and  in  one  daily  and  one  weekly  newspaper 
freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of  the  Province. 
When  the  proposed  Private  Bill  is  of  a local  nature, 
the  notice  shall  be  furthermore  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  therein,  then  in  the  nearest 
electoral  district  in  which  a newspaper  is  published. 
Such  notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall,  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  ivitli  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  Indicating  the 


provisions  thereof  iu  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

MUNICIPAL  BY-LAWS. 


THE 'CORPORATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF 
DELTA. 


A By-law  to  extend  the  Waterworks  System  estab- 
lished under  the  “ Delta  Waterworks  By-law. 
1909,”  and  to  authorize  the  Construction  of 
the  Necessary  Works  and  laying  the  Necessary 
Water-mains,  Water-service  Pipes,  and  for 
borrowing  $20,090  upon  Debentures  to  pay  for 
the  same. 

WHEREAS  a waterworks  system  has  been 
established  in  that  portion  of  the  District  of 
the  Municipality  of  Delta  defined  in  the  “Delta 
Waterworks  By-law.  1909,”  and  the  same  is  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Municipality  of  Delta : 

And  whereas,  by  virtue  of  section  50  of  the 
“ Local  Improvement  Act”  and  amending  Acts,  the 
Council  of  a District  Municipality  may  undertake 
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as  a local  improvement  the  purchase,  construction, 
enlargement,  or  extension  of  waterworks: 

And  whereas  Eliza  Jane  Albertson  and  others 
have  petitioned  the  Council  to  extend  the  water- 
works system  to  include  all  that  portion  of  the 
Municipality  of  Delta  described  as  follows,  that  is 
to  say : West  ham  Island,  except  Lots  193.

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $20,000  on  the  credit  of  the  Corporation,  and 
to  issue  debentures  therefor  payable  within  twenty 
years  from  the  time  of  the  issue  thereof,  and  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  6 per  centum  per  annum, 
which  is  the  amount  of  the  debt  intended  to  be 
created  by  this  by-law : 

And  whereas  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise 
annually  $671.65  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  and 
$1,200  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon, 
making  in  all  the  sum  of  $1,871.65  to  be  raised 
annually  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  and  interest : 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  municipality  according  to  the  last 
revised  assessment  roll  is  $6.700,707 : 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  existing  deben- 
ture debt  of  the  Corporation  (exclusive  of  local 
improvement  debts,  secured  by  special  rates  or 
assessments)  is  $115,000.  and  no  part  of  the  prin- 
cipal or  interest  is  in  arrear : 

Therefor,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  'Corpora- 
tion of  the  District  of  Delta  enacts  as  follows- : — 

1.  That  the  system  of  waterworks  established 
under  the  “ Delta  Waterworks  By-law,  1909,”  be 
extended  to  include  all  that  portion  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  Delta  described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: 
Westham  Island,  except  Lots  193.  194,  473,  and 

474,  Group  2;  and  that  all  necessary  water-mains, 
water-service  pipes,  and  connections  to  be  laid  down 
and  installed,  and  that  the  work  of  such  extension 
be  undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Local 
Improvement  Act.” 

2.  The  Engineer  of  the  Corporation  do  forthwith 
make  such  plans,  profiles,  and  specifications  and 
furnish  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  making  of  the  contract  for  the  execution  of  the 
work. 

3.  The  work  shall  be  oarried  on  and  executed 
under  the  superintendence  and  according  to  the 
directions  and  orders  of  such  Engineer. 

4.  The  Reeve  and  Clerk  are  authorized  to  cause 
a contract  for  the  construction  of  the  works  to 
be  made  and  entered  into  with  some  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  corporation,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  this  Council,  to  be  declared  by  resolution. 

5.  The  Treasurer  may,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Council,  agree  with  any  bank  or  person  for 
temporary  advances  of  money  to  meet  the  cost  of 
the  work  pending  the  completion  of  it. 

6.  That  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  there  shall  be 
borrowed  on  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  at  large 
the  stun  of  and  debentures  shall  be  issued  therefor 
in  sums  of  not  less  than  $1,000  each,  which  shall 
have  coupons  attached  thereto  for  the  payment  of 
interest. 

7.  The  debentures  shall  all  bear  the  same  date 
and  shall  be  issued  within  two  years  after  the  day 
on  which  this  by-law  is  passed,  and  may  bear  any 
date  within  such  two  years,  and  shall  be  payable 
within  twenty  years  after  the  time  when  the  same 
are  issued. 

8.  The  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  0 per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly, 
and  as  to  both  principal  and  interest  may  be 
expressed  in  Canadian  currency  or  sterling  money 
of  Great  Britain  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  sterling 
for  each  four  dollars  and  eighty-six  and  two-thirds 
cents,  and  may  be  payable  at  any  place  or  places 
in  Canada  or  Great  Britain. 

9.  The  Reeve  of  the  Corporation  shall  sign  and 
issue  the  debentures  and  interest  coupons,  and  the 
same  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 


Corporation,  but  the  signatures  on  the  coupons 
may  be  lithographed  and  the  debentures  shall  be 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

10.  During  twenty  years,  the  currency  of  the 
debentures,  $671.65  shall  be  raised  annually  to  form
